A CHANGE to beer duty for 
microbreweries “risks putting some out 
of business." 

That's the claim of MP Bill Esterson who 
says he has been contacted by brewers dis- 
mayed by government plans to lower the 
threshold for small brewer duty relief from 
5,000 hectolitres (HL) per year to 
2,100HL. 

The changes mean some small breweries 
will pay more tax, and there will be a disin- 
centive for others to grow their businesses. 
Currently brewers pay only 5096 of the 
normal duty on production up to 5000HL. 

Les O'Grady, director and head brewer of 
Neptune Brewery in Maghull, told Sefton 
Central MP Mr Esterson, "This will have a 
drastic influence on the craft brewing 
industry in this country. There has been a 
rapid increase in micro breweries operat- 
ing in all regions bringing innovative and 
exciting products to market and creating 
jobs helped in the main by small brewer 
duty relief. 

"The brewing industry has been hit hard

by the COVID pandemic and there has 
been little in the way of assistance helping 
us on the way out as well. 

“At present Neptune Brewery is under the 
2100HL per year margin but with year on 
year growth and investment in new equip- 
ment we have the capacity to go above. 
However, with the new proposals there is 


no financial incentive to do this, ultimately 
we will work harder with no end reward." 

Mr Esterson said: "This will have a 
massive impact on the craft brewing 
industry. Micro breweries help bring new 
products to market and create jobs, and 
this is helped by the duty relief that small 
brewers can claim. 

“By lowering the threshold the govern- 
ment risks stagnating the creative side of 
the industry. Where is the incentive to 
innovate and take chances? 

“By paying a higher rate of duty, small 
breweries, without the economies of scale 
of the bigger breweries, will see their mar- 
gins squeezed. It will lead to higher costs 
to the trade and ultimately the customer. 

“It is likely to affect consumer choice and 
quality through the impact on innovation. 
Of immediate concern is the loss of jobs in 
the industry and the closure of businesses 
both in brewing and in retail. 

“ have written to the Chancellor to raise 
my concerns and those of the micro brew- 
ers in my constituency. He needs at the 
very least to delay this until the economy 
and industry has had the chance to 
recover. This is the precisely the wrong 
measure at precisely the wrong time."

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County plan to abolish councils 
slammed by West Lancs leader

Under the plan, the 131-year-old county council 
would itself be abolished, along with all 12 dis- 
trict authorities and the two standalone councils 
in Blackpool and Blackburn with Darwen. 

The county would be carved up into three ‘unit- 
ary’ councils covering central and southern parts 
of the county (Preston, South Ribble, Chorley and 
West Lancashire), a broad western and northern 
area (Blackpool, Wyre, Fylde, Lancaster and 
Ribble Valley) and the east (Blackburn with Dar- 
wen, Burnley, Rossendale, Hyndburn and 
Pendle). 

The statement continued: “For many years, Lan- 
cashires complicated and fragmented 
administrative structures have been a barrier to 
the county benefitting from the devolution deals 
that have flourished elsewhere in the North West 
and England. These deals have given a major eco- 
nomic boosts to other regions, allowing them to 
speak with one clear and unified voice through an 
elected mayor. 

“Now, in a major development, council leader 
Geoff Driver CBE has outlined a roadmap that 
could lead to the establishment of a Lancashire 
Combined Authority and elected mayor to be the 
voice of Lancashire." 

The roadmap envisages abolishing the 15 coun- 
cil bodies that currently comprise Lancashire and 
replacing them with a streamlined structure that 
would see three councils responsible for the deliv- 
ery of services to the people of Lancashire. 

This would then pave the way for the election of 
a mayor for the whole county and the creation of 
the Lancashire Combined Authority. 

Cllr Driver, is then quoted in the statement: “For 
far too long Lancashire has missed out on the 
benefits of devolution because of internal 
i ME about how our structures are organ- 
ised. 

“It's time to set aside petty politicking and break 
that logjam. 

"These bold and ambitious proposals represent

The roadmap will now be worked 
up into firm proposals which will be submitted to 
central government. The Roadmap to Recovery 
document details how urgent action is needed to 
safeguard the economy

The Liberal Democrats at County Hall are 
opposed to both reorganisation and the proposed 
new mayor.

“It is beyond belief that while we are dealing 
with a public health emergency, the people who 
ought to be working their socks off to help keep 
people alive are instead staring at their naval. 

“Energy and effort will now be diverted into 
these endless discussions, which will only end up 
with local residents losing control. 

“Power must be available at the most local level, 
so that people are able to influence decisions — to 
lose that would be a tragedy,” County Cllr Whipp 
warned. 

A more detailed proposal is now being put for- 
ward by the county for government approval, 
possibly as soon as the beginning of September. 

A majority of county councillors in Lancashire 
would also have to support the changes before 
they could be placed before ministers and taken 
forward. 


£200k funding to combat 
theft and burglary in Skem 


FUNDING worth almost £200,000 
has been secured to tackle thefts 
and burglary in problem hotspots 
across Skelmersdale. 

The announcement from the 
Home Office comes after two suc- 
cessful bids were submitted by the 
Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Clive Grunshaw. 

Police and Crime Commission- 
ers were invited to bid for a share 
of the Safer Streets Fund, with 
each project eligible for a grant of 
up to £550,000. 

The funding will go towards a 
range of crime cutting measures 
including installing CCTV, alleyg- 
ating, improved back gates and 
doors to properties where the 
existing ones are substandard as 
well as installing motion sensor 
lights. 

The package of measures will 
aim to reduce crime in areas 
where burglary and theft have 
been highlighted as an issue. 

Lancashire Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Clive Grunshaw 
said: “This is welcome news and 
the funding will go some way to 
deterring burglary, thefts and 
other crimes.

“I am consistently told by Lan- 
cashire residents that tackling 
theft and burglary in their areas 
should be a priority for Lan- 
cashire Police. 

“These crime prevention meas- 
ures are proven to work and will 
make criminals think twice before 
engaging in illegal activities. It 
was clear from research done by 
my office that simple measures 
such as alley gates, CCTV and bet- 
ter locks on doors can reduce 
crime significantly. 

“I want the people of Lancashire 
to feel safe in their communities 
and homes. Knowing that these 
prevention measures are in place 
will go some way to doing that. 

“Tackling crime and reoffending 
is a key priority in my police and 
crime plan and it is welcome that 
this funding will help achieve that 
aim.”

Parents urged to claim Child Benefit 


WEST Lancashire parents 
are being urged to claim 
Child Benefit, even if they 
have not yet been able to 
register the birth of their 
new-borns, to ensure they 
don't miss out. 

Between April and July 
2019, HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) received 
49,637 more new Child 
Benefit claims compared 
to the same period in 
2020. 

Claims can only be back- 
dated by up to three 
months, so it's important 
that new parents claim as 


soon as they can to receive 
the maximum support 
available. 

Usually, to claim Child 
Benefit parents must 
register their child’s birth 
first. However, with many 
local register offices oper- 
ating at reduced capacity 
and some parents unable 
to go to their local register 
office because of COVID- 
19, HMRC announced in 
April that parents can 
claim Child ^ Benefit 
without having to register 
their child’s birth first dur- 
ing the pandemic. 


First time parents will 
need to fill in a Child Bene- 
fit claim form CH2 found 
online and send it to the 
Child Benefit Office. If they 
haven't registered the birth 
because of COVID-19, they 
should add a note with 
their claim to let us know. 

If they already claim 
Child Benefit, they can 
complete the form or add 
their new-born’s details 
over the telephone on 0300 
200 3100. They will need 
their National Insurance 
number or Child Benefit 
number.

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Borough gears up 
for Government’s 
new ‘Cycling and 
Walking Plan’ 


A CYCLING and Walking Plan has been 
published by the Government to set out a “long 
term vision to increase active travel.” 

Schemes are being looked at locally or are already 
in place, such as the ‘pop-up’ cycle lanes which 
were recently introduced in West Lancs, but the 
Government’s 33-point plan commits to better 
streets for walking and cycling and will be overseen 
by a new body called Active Travel England’. 

The ‘ambitious’ plan follows the Government's 
Obesity Strategy and focuses on the role walking 
and cycling can play in getting the nation moving, 
along with its function in reducing carbon emis- 
sions. 

Publishing the report, the Department for Trans- 
port said the new plan aims to build on the 
significant increase in the number of people cycling 
during the pandemic. It sets out a comprehensive, 
long term vision to increase active travel and 
embed the benefits of walking and cycling into how 
we live, work and get around. 

Living Streets, the UK charity for everyday walk- 
ing, supports the plan to encourage more walking 
and cycling. The charity is part of the Walking and 
Cycling Alliance which has been calling for 
improved infrastructure for walking and cycling, 
along with changes to the Highway code. 

Jenni Wiggle, Interim CEO, Living Streets said: 
“This announcement is fantastic news for walking 
and cycling. Investing in safe, convenient and 


The plan will come as a boost to cyclists 
attractive conditions for walking and cycling brings 
a range of benefits that will help deliver the govern- 
ment’s priorities around obesity and climate 
change.” 

As part of the package of measures, the Govern- 
ment has also launched a consultation on its 
proposed revisions to the Highway Code to improve 
road safety for cyclists, pedestrians and horse 
riders. It hopes to introduce a ‘hierarchy of road 
users, clarify pedestrian and cyclist priority, and 
establish safer overtaking.

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Calls to end cruel puppy 
smuggling trade after 
sick dogs drenched in 
oil found in back of van

CALLS are being made to end the cruel 
puppy smuggling trade after dogs were 
found “drenched in oil” being smuggled 
into the UK. 

West Lancs MP Rosie Cooper is backing a 
campaign from the charity Dogs Trust, 
who warned the public about the perils of 
buying dogs via online adverts after res- 
cuing dozens of smuggled pups since the 
start of lockdown worth tens of thousands 
of pounds. 

The dogs were destined to be sold on to 
unsuspecting UK buyers during the peak 
of the lockdown puppy-buying rush. 

Ms Cooper recently attended an MP 
webinar on ‘Puppy Smuggling: Business 
as Usual for Illegal Importers’ where she 
learned more about the rise in demand 
and continued her support for Dogs 
Trust. 

She said: "Tm very pleased to support 
Dogs Trust in calling for an end to cruel 
puppy trade. These illegally imported 
puppies suffer the most harrowing of jour- 
neys at the hands of these unscrupulous 
dealers. 

“If my West Lancashire constituents are 
considering buying a puppy I would 


The puppies were found in an 
appalling condition, drenched in oil 
and suffering from diarrhoea 


strongly urge you to consider the guid- 
ance put forward by the Dogs Trust and 
thoroughly research who and where you 
are buying from.” 

Since the beginning of lockdown on 
March 23, when demand for puppies 
began increasing rapidly, Dogs Trust has 
rescued 43 dogs via its Puppy Pilot 
scheme that were illegally imported into 
the UK from central and eastern Europe, 
with an estimated street value of 
£80,000. 

The charity has also saved 12 heavily 
pregnant dogs, who have given birth to 53 
puppies worth around an additional 
£100,000 to cruel smugglers. 

The latest innocent victims are a group 
of six terrified pups, found covered in 


sticky oil in the back of a van, that would 
have been sold on to UK dog lovers as 
puppy smugglers continued to operate 
and take advantage of the demand for 
dogs during the coronavirus lockdown. 

Dogs Trust believes this is just the tip of 
the iceberg of the cruel trade and is warn- 
ing potential dog owners not to be 
‘dogfished’, as it is all too easy to be 
scammed into buying dogs like these via 
online adverts. 

Ms Cooper added: “Smuggled puppies 
often haven't had the important early life 
experiences of socialisation with people 
and habituation with everyday objects 
which help prevent them being fearful in 
later life. 

“They are often forced to endure long 
journeys from Central and Eastern 
European countries, such as Poland and 
Hungary, with little to no food or water 
and no toilet breaks.” 

The Puppy Pilot scheme has rescued 
1,167 dogs since it began in December 
2015 with most popular breeds including 
Dachshunds, French Bulldogs, Maltese 
and even larger breeds such as Chow 
Chows.

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Foster home needed 
for four children to 
keep them together

CHIEFS at Lancashire County Council have 
launched a special appeal to find a loving 
foster home for three brothers and their 
sister. 

The children are currently living with two dif- 
ferent foster families, but need to be together. 
The brothers and sister, Harry aged 15, Arlo 
aged 12, Flynn aged eight and Lilly aged six, 
(not their real names) have a close bond and it 
is not in their best interests to be separated. 
Being able to keep their ties with each other will 
help them to be able to thrive in the future. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, cab- 
inet member for children, young people and 
schools, is urging anyone who is considering 
fostering to think about whether they can help. 

She said: "We have a family of four children 
Hi have been through a lot in their young 
ives. 

“They are all very close and supportive of each 
other. We need to find them a permanent, long- 
term fostering family where they can grow up 
together. 

“We are doing all we can to keep these chil- 
dren together. In cases like this, the family 
relationships take on extra importance. Being 
able to remain together will be an important 
source of comfort, strength and support. 

“We often have to find fostering families for 
brother and sister groups, but this is a big num- 
ber to try to accommodate — hence the appeal to 
the public. I'm hoping that we can encourage 
people to at least think this over.” 

People are being asked to consider whether a 
change in their circumstances caused by the 
current coronavirus situation could leave them 
well placed to provide a loving home for these

children. It is hoped 
that foster carers 
who are currently 
taking a break from 
fostering and retired 
foster carers will 
come forward as 
they already have 
the skills and know 
how important fos- 
tering is for making 
a real difference to a 
local child's life. 

Becoming a foster carer could also be an ideal 
opportunity for anyone who is looking for a 
new challenge. Also, anyone who has con- 
sidered fostering previously, and whose 
circumstances are now different, are asked to 
come forward. 

There is also a generous allowance for both 
new and experienced foster carers, who can 
expect to receive between £250 and £428 per 
week for each child they care for. 

New foster carers can also benefit from a new 
academy created to support their growth and 
development, a mentoring scheme and the sup- 
port of an experienced foster carer buddy. 

They will also receive specialised training and 
any necessary support from a team of psycholo- 
gists and emotional health workers. 

Lancashire County Council welcomes new 
foster carers from all different backgrounds. 
Foster carers need to be over 21 and have a 
spare room available by the end of the assess- 
ment process.

Concern over traffic problems 
at schools ahead of reopening 


CALLS are being made for school 


travel arrangements to be 
organised ahead of a return to 
eduction in September. 


The all-party committee of MPs 
top spending watchdog, the Pub- 
lic Accounts Committee (PAC), 
has accused the government of 
failing to plan for job losses, 
school closures and the failure to 
obtain PPE equipment to protect 
front line staff. 

With children set to return to 
schools right across Lancashire 
in September, all schools are 
reviewing their risk assessments 
as they consider the guidance 
around the coronavirus. 

Prior to the pandemic, there 


was growing conflict around 
inappropriate parking by parents 
with each other, local communit- 
ies and the schools, especially at 
arriving and going home times. 

This could be made worse as 
more children are dropped off in 
private cars rather than public 
transport. 

Cllr John Fillis, Deputy Leader 
of the Lancashire Labour Group, 
said: *Our schools have and will 
continue to do a fantastic job in 
supporting the education of chil- 
dren as safely as possible. But 
with the changing requirements 
from home to school travel we 
will see, staged start times, 
reduction in regular bus availab- 


ility as well as some dedicated 
services failing to operate. 

“All these changes will see the 
number of children arriving by 
private car increase dramatic- 
ally. 

“We already had conflicts 
across Lancashire between par- 
ents inconsiderate parking 
around schools and local com- 
munities before the COVID 
crisis. 

“Schools cannot deal with this 
directly it’s the responsibility of 
the county council to step up and 
step in to bring people together.” 

Lancashire County Council had 
not responded at the time of 
going to print.

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Learning disability 
awareness training to be 
delivered to all health 
and social care staff 


ALL health and social care staff 
in Lancashire will receive 
training from health 
professionals working with 
people with learning disability 
and their families in a bid to 
ensure better healthcare for 
people who have autism or a 
learning disability. 

Lancashire and South Cumbria 
NHS Foundation Trust will 
deliver the training, in conjunc- 
tion with the Pathways 
Associates charity, across all 
health and social care settings. 

The project will be delivered 
over the next 12 months and is 
known as Oliver McGowan 
training. Oliver lived with cereb- 
ral palsy, epilepsy, autism and 
learning disability and died in 
2016 aged 18. His mother Paula 
has dedicated her life to cam- 
paigning for better health care 
for people who have autism and 
learning disability. 

All training will be produced in 
collaboration with self-advoc- 
ates and families and then co- 
delivered to frontline staff in all 
appropriate settings across Lan- 
cashire and South Cumbria, 
including hospitals and care 


homes. It is estimated that 
around 1.5 million people in the 
UK have a learning disability 
including 351,000 children. 

In 2019, the government set out 
their commitment to mandatory 
training in their consultation 
response in 'Right to be heard’. 
This was in response to recom- 
mendations made in the second 
annual Learning Disabilities Mor- 
tality Review report. 

Stuart Sheridan, who is the 
Learning Disability and Autism 
Transformation Lead at the trust 
said: “A learning disability can 
affect the way a person under- 
stands information and how they 
communicate, so its really 


important people working in a 
health and social care have a 
greater understanding of this so 
they can provide the very best

care and support. We wanted to 
make this training as impactful as 
possible, so we're delighted to be 
working with  self-advocates, 
family members and Pathways 
Associates to develop it. It has the 
potential to a have a big impact 
on improving the experience that 
people with learning disabilities 
have when they are receiving 
healthcare and by doing so 
reduce health inequalities that 
someone with a learning disabil- 
ity might face." 

The trust is one of 56 organisa- 
tions across the country to be 
asked to develop and deliver 
Oliver McGowan training. 
Oliver’s death highlighted the 
need for health and social care 
staff to have a greater under- 
standing of learning disabilities 
to help improve their skills and 
confidence when delivering care. 

Oliver’s mum Paula McGowan, 
who grew up in the North West, 
led a campaign for more training 
and explained: “Oliver’s death 
could have been avoided and bet- 
ter training for healthcare staff 
might have made all the differ- 
ence.

Covid - cover for NHS sell off 


The government is using the 
Covid crisis as an excuse for 
hastening the privatisation of 
our NHS. 

Instead of investing in our 
existing NHS tracing system 
staffed by Public Health pro- 
fessionals, it has set up a new 
private system with a budget 
100 times more than Public 
Health England’s annual 
budget of £90million. 

Instead of supporting public 
testing laboratories it set up a 
totally new private system 
(Pillar 2) with firms like Serco 
and G4S. Serco, which was cri- 
ticised for failing to call back 
450,000 breast cancer 
patients after it was dis- 
covered a breast cancer 
screening hotline was manned 
by staff with just one hour of 
training, and no medical back- 
ground. Serco, which only last 
year were fined £22.9m by the 
Serious Fraud Office for track- 
ing tagged dead prisoners and 
G4S who were fined £44m for 
the same ‘mistake’. 

Many of us also remember 


don Olympics security 
obligations at the 11th hour. 

In two weeks, Serco's 18,000 
trackers contacted only 
10,000 contacts while local 
public health teams with far 
fewer staff contacted 77,600. 

And then while NHS front 
line staff were literally dying 
for lack of PPE, the Tories 
bypassed the NHS purchasing 
system, ignored existing Brit- 
ish suppliers and 
manufacturers and placed an 
order for PPE for £108 million 
with a chocolate wholesaler. 

And don’t get me started on 
Hancock's App. In March the 
government bought 8,000 hos- 
pital beds, 1,200 ventilators 
and 20,000 qualified staff 
from private hospitals while 4 
in 10, that’s 37,000 NHS beds, 
were empty. 

So elderly people were dis- 
charged into local care homes 
bringing Covid infection right 
into the homes of our most 
vulnerable residents while 
beds stood empty in South- 
port and Ormskirk Hospital 


All over the country A&E 
departments are being shut 
down, Chorley has lost its A&E 
and locals on the Wirral are 
fighting to keep their walk-in 
centre. 

Here, children's A&E which 
was spilt from Southport has 
now been moved from Orm- 
skirk to Alder Hey from 10pm- 
8am. 

How are you supposed to get 
to Alder Hey with a sick child 
on public transport in the 
middle of the night? 

NHS staff worked up to 11 
unpaid hours a week during 
the crisis, yet the government 
have just left nurses out of the 
recent public sector pay rise. 
Talk about a kick in the teeth. 
Seems nurses will have to pay 
their bills with applause. 

If the Tory government con- 
tinues to accelerate healthcare 
privatisation during the Covid 
crisis will we still have an NHS 
this time next year?

The charity’s annual series of Race for 
Life 5K, 10K and Pretty Muddy events 
were cancelled because of the coronavirus 
outbreak. 

But as the nation emerges from lock- 
down, undeterred women and men are 
supporting Cancer Research UK by com- 
pleting a Race for Life at Home challenge 
on their own in local countryside, neigh- 
bourhoods, gardens and behind their 
front doors!

proof of why research into cancer is so 
important. In 2008, while working as a 
police detention officer, he noticed a 
swelling in his testicle and developed 
symptoms of overwhelming tiredness. 
One day the pain got so bad that he was 
rushed from work to hospital in a squad 
car and was diagnosed with testicular 
cancer weeks later. 

Ant, said: “I had the perfect life, a good 
family and an excellent network of 
friends. But my whole life changed when 
the doctor said I had cancer.” 

Ant was booked in for urgent surgery to 
remove the testicle at Liverpool’s Broad- 
green Hospital, followed by an intensive 
six-week course of chemotherapy at the 
city’s Clatterbridge Centre. 

He said: “Within weeks, I went from a

my former self.” 

Surgery also affected Ant’s mobility and 
he was reliant on walking aids for a signi- 
ficant amount of time following the 
operation. He now receives testosterone 
injections every ten to twelve weeks to 
maintain his hormone levels. Ant said: 
“Prior to my diagnosis, martial arts was a 
huge part of my life. But treatment made 
this impossible. I was about to take my 
exam for a black belt when I was dia- 
gnosed - another aspect of my life 
stripped by cancer.” 

Thankfully Ant’s treatment was a suc- 
cess and over a decade later he is enjoying 


continue.” 

Ant has now returned to prac- 
tising karate and achieved his long- 
awaited black belt in the sport last year. 

“Cancer will not define me any more 
and I am determined to turn my story 
inside out and extract some good from it, 
by raising awareness and encourage other 
men to check themselves regularly to help 
stop cancer taking any more unnecessary 
lives.”

It sort of has a point. So far this year, Nissan's 
Qashqai is the nation's fifth best-selling new car, 
outselling cars like the MINI and the VW Polo, and 
it quietly dropped the Pulsar two years ago because 
people didn't want it. Kia's Sportage is in the top 
ten list too, and VW's Tiguan makes fairly frequent 
visits to the sharp end of the car sales stats too. Yet I 
can't imagine that the NWT' solution - a cigarettes- 
esque advertising ban — is going to make a jot of 
difference. Dig a little deeper, and for all the talk 
about SUVs, what it actually wants is measures to 
curb the most polluting third of new cars sold in 
the UK and motors that it says are too large for UK 
parking spaces. 

You'd think stretch limos, Lamborghini Aventa- 
dors and AMG-tuned S-Class Mercs would be right 
in the firing line, but the tone of their campaign 
seems to target anyone with a Range Rover Evoque 
instead. 

In fact, the government already has measures to 
stop us all going out and buying brand-new G- 
Class Mercs for the school run; even if you're com- 
mitted enough to stump up the exorbitantly high 
road tax on one for the first year, you then have to 
live with paying more at the pumps, and a bit more 
again if you're thinking of venturing into London. 

SUVs cost more too — a Captur, for instance, starts 
at £3k more than a Clio — but that still doesn't stop 
us snapping them up. 

I'm far more carrot than stick on this one; surely 
the solution is to make cleaner cars better, so that 
people actually want them. 

We need to make it worth the carmakers' while to 
do this, and at the moment the regulations seem to 
be actively discouraging it. 

It’s far less profitable to engineer smaller cars for 
eco-friendly tech, which is why the tiniest hatch- 
backs are quietly being dropped and why there's a 
proliferation of hybrid SUV-esque hatchbacks in 
the first place. 

Banning ads on SUVs is nonsense - but I suspect 
if the government does, it'll probably do it in tan- 
dem with grants to boost BMW X5 sales. If it works 
for food, why not for cars too?
